London ‘Reports the Capture of 
Trenches—Attack Was Re- 
* puleed, Says Bertin.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, ‘Dec. 7.—(Associated Press.)— 
The Germans today continued their 
work of ‘reoccupying the devastated 
area bequeathed to them by the British 
when Genera] Byng made his withdrawal 
from the Cambrai salient. 

It was an unsavory task that faced 
the enemy. The Bourlon Wood stil 
Was reeking with poisonous gas, 
Graincourt, Anneux, Cantaing, Noyel- 
les, Marcoing, and Masniéres were a 
waste of ‘ruins, and the low-lying 
ground on which the Germans appa- 
rently had planned to dig their new 
trenches was overlooked by the British 
positions. 

Into this desert the big guns were 
hurling tons of explosives, and machine 
gunners were whipping a constant 
stream of bullets into the ranks of the 
enemy sent forward prospecting for de- 
@irable.pvints available for defense. 
Meanwhile the major portion of the 
British Army was sitting comfortably 
in its new home, the consolidation vir- 
tually having deen completed before 
the men started to retire. 

As a matter of fact, part of this work 
was done for the British by the Ger- 
mans in the famous Hindenburg 
treriches.

In the region 
of La Vacquerie the Germans gave no 
indication that they had abandoned 
their attempt to oust the British from 
the high ground just north of La Vac- 
querie village. The advance of the Ger- 
mans into the evacuated territory has 
been much hampered by the methods of 
the British.

M’CORMICK TO CONFER 


Sweden to be Attempted 
at London Meeting. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A final ef- 
fort to bring about an agreement with 
Holland and Sweden for the use of 
ships tied up here by the embargo 
rulings will be made at conferences in 
London. Vance McCormick, Chairman 
of the War Trade Board, and Dr. 
Alonzo Taylor, representative of the 
Food Administration on the board, are 
now in Europe, where they went to at- 
tend the Allied War Council. They will 
be met in London, it is understood, by 
representatives of the Dutch and Swed- 
ish Governments, and British experts 
who have been in close touch with the 
blockade will be called into the confer- 
ences. 

It was admitted at the State Depart- 
ment today that no definite agreement 
had been reached except with Switzer- 
land. Cable dispatches stated that Mr. 
McCormick had signed this agreement 
in Paris. 

Despite reports which have been cir- 
culated, the War Trade Board and the 
State Department have refused to enter 
any agreement up to this time with 
Holland concerning the tonnage in 
New York Harbor, and the outlook for 
a speedy settlement nas not been con- 
sidered bright.

WARNING ABOUT DISCOUNTS 


Federal Reserve Board Again Pro- 
tests Serial Extensions. 


Special to The New York Times... 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 7.—The Federal 
Reserve Board has renewed with em- 
phasis its protest against serial exten- 
sions of discounted ‘paper in national 
banks This is the third time the board 
has called attention to the danger at- 
tending the practice of granting long 
continued extensions of discount paper. 
The first came a year ago last month 


‘when a number of banks had accepted 


the Treasury notes of foreign Govern- 
ments with an inderstanding that there 
might be five alnety-day renewals. . This, 


tne board urs ed. was in direct violation 


of the purpose of the National Banking 
act, which was to maintain the liquid 
character of our banking resources for 
the protection of our domestic commer- 
cial necessities. ks 

In January this year the same position 
was restated. In the interval since 
Jan. 2 large bond issues, as the board 
views, the situation, have practically 
absorbed the investment surplus of the 
country. To follow this with the gen- 
eral adoption of a banking practice that 
can only tend to tie up funds and stiffen 
money rates is believed to be fraught 
with certain danger to the business in- 
terests of the untry in time of war 
when there should be the most liberal 
and encouraging conditions in finance. 

The Reserve Board now has this to 
say: 

It is highly desirable that the paper 
of the country should in every possible 
way be brought into conformity with 
the requirements of the Federal Reserve 
act and of the regulations of the board, 
and that there be at all times as large 
a proportion of banking discounts and 
investments in the form of strictly 
liquid paper eligible for presentation to 


Federal Reserve Banks as is possible. 
During the last month the attention of 
the board has been directed to a plan 
for financing corporations for approxi- 
mately two years by means of a series 
of ninety-day notes, issued under an 


agreement with the borrower providing 


for seven renewals. As statements have 


appeared in the press that notes of this 


kind are eligible for rediscount by Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks, the board ought 
it best to state definitely that renewal 
agreements of this nature destroy the 
self-liquidating character of the notes 
and render them undesirable as invest- 
ments for Federal Reserve Banks.

Britain, France, 
and United States He Regards 
-as Stupendous

At a juncheon given to Sir Johnston 
Forbest- Robertson. the English actor. 
by the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Pilgrims at the Bankers’ 
Cigb yesterday, James M. Beck paid a 
tribute to the great work that is being 
done by England in the world war. He 
referred to the undercurrent of criticism 
prevailing in America prior to the battle 
of the Somme as to the extent of Eng- 
land’s participation in the fizhting. on 
thé western front, but added that now 
there was unbounded admiration in 
America for all that England had ac- 
complished both on land and sea. 

Sir Johnston thanked the Pilgrims for 
the honor conferred upon him, and re- 
ferred to the great European conflict as 
fratricidal war, which, he said, is 
in many of its aspects as ugly as a 
Venomous toad, yet wears this precious 
jewel in its head--that England. and 
America are now united, probably for 
cénturies to come, in an alliance ce- 
mented by the blood of their brave 3 
This occasion,” Mr. Beck said. 
all similar occasions either in — 
or the United States, serves to empha- 
size one of the most, and possibly the 
most, stupendous deveiopments of this 
war—the new and greater entente be- 
tween Great Britain, Branco. and the 
United States. 

France's defense at Verdun power- 
fully impressed our imagination, and, 


seated as apectators in the arena, some 


Americans felt that that intrepid gladta- 
tor—France—was doing an undue share 
ef the fighting. Such superficial critics 
failed to take into account a fact—of_ 
which we are now only too conscious— 
that an army cannot be improvised in a 
day, or even in a year. Moreover, such 
critics gave scant recognition to Eng- 
land’s wonderful defense of the Channel 
ports in the earlier fighting in Flanders. 
Nor did euch critics appreciate that the 
glory of the Marne owed much to Eng- 
land’s stone-wall defense of Mons and 
the masterly retreat which aided Joffre 
in. realigning the armies of France. 

“All this spirit cf captious criticism, 
gratuitous from an outsider, ended when 
the new British army helped to save 
Verdun by its masterful attack upon 
Germanys. victorious urmies on the 
Somme. And since then there has been 
among all Americans-—except a pitiful 
minority of Anglophobes- an unbounded 
admiration for all that England has ac- 
complished both on laid and sea. That | 
admiration means much to the perma- 
nénce of the new entente- for there can 
never be true comradeship in council and 
battle unless based upon mutual respect 
and appreciation. 

I believe that nothing is further from 
the minds of the American people than 


to criticise the inevitable failings of any 
one of its allies in this terrible war. We 


Americans are more concerned with a 


sincere effort to play our part; and no 
better wish need be expressed for our 
American boys, who each day are sail-

THE HALIFAX HORROR. 

The disaster at Halifax confounds 
philosophy. A seaport strongly forti- 
fied, it was immune from the devasta- 
tion of war, and yet it is filled with 
dead and injured, numbered by the 
thousands, as if it had suffered bom- 
bardment by a powerful fleet. without 
warning and with no means of de- 
tense. On a morning clear and tran- 
quil, when the activities of life were 
being resumed and the thought of 
calamity was in no one’s mind, there 
came a great convulsion, which was 
not the act of Gop; buildings were 
blown to pieces, others collapsed, peo- 
ple in the streets died instantly or 
were mutilated, and in the ruins’ of 
houses, which were swept by a con- 
flagration, the occupants with no 
chance to escape were burned. The 
earthquake and fire at San Francisco 
in 1906 was not so great a catastrophe 
when the loss of life is considered. 
Two thousand lives were lost in the 
Halifax tragedy; the number of dead 
at San Francisco was 500. A disaster 
for which man was responsible proved 
to be the more terrible. 

After the event it is easy to be cen- 
sorious. Why, it will be asked, was 
not a channel kept clear, a mere neck 
of water, when ships loaded with ex- 
plosives were passing in of out? The 
width of the Narrows between Halifax 
Harbor and spacious Bedford Basin, six 
miles by four, is.less than half a mile. 
In this passage there is enough sea 
room if pilots do not lose their heads. 
It was here, owing to a blunder in 
| signaling, that the French munitions 
‘ship Mont Blane collided with the Bel- 
gian Relief Ship Imo, and soon after- 
ward a. deck load of benzine on the 
munition ship was in some . way 
ignited, and the death-dealing explo- 
sion followed. It is a distressing irony 
that the Mont Blanc had almost 
reached safe anchorage in the great 
basin beyond, and the Imo was pags- 

ing out on an errand of mercy to 
Gesolated Belgium. 

Seeking for the immediate cause of 
this calamity, why, it will be asked, 
should inflammable benzine be carried 
on the deck of a ship with high ex- 
plosives filling every foot of cargo 
space below? The answer is that 


be taken, in a war in which the dis- 
patch of munitions is unprecedentedly 
urgent and the deficiency of ships 
grievous. The officer of the port at 
Halifax will no, doubt forbid in future 
the use of the Narrows by other ships 
when a munitions vessel is passing 
through. Benzine is dangerous in any 
cargo, and in future ee. must 
be taken. 

It is not to be expected tha abso- 
lute safety can be assured in the peril- 
ous business of carrying explosives to 
Europe for our troops and those of 
our allies, but haste hitherto has made 
extraordinary peril. The cost in hu- 
man life and material is steadily and 
rapidly mounting, and itisa bad way 
to conduct a war. 

In the Halifax disaster ine are les- 
sons for the port authorities of New 
‘York tovheed. Too much. care cannot 
de taken in loading war munitions 
and in regulating the transportation 
of them in our waters. We have 
already had our disasters, and that we 
have been in the shadow of others 
oo can be no doubt. 
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| sixty. DAYS FOR RAILWAY 
| ‘REFORM. 


Washington news indicates that 
sixty days are to be allowed to the 
railways to remedy the damage done 
by thirty years of regulation. Every 
| possible assistance will be given them, 
a billion dollars being one item, and 
the repeal of restrictive laws another. 
Senator NewthaNps has consulted the 
railway executives and gays that there 
is need of another four-track railway 
between Washington and New York. 
Senator Nxwiaxns on Monday is to 
ceive the railway views at second 
hand. At the rate progress is making, 
perhaps the President will himself see 
the railway men before taking the 
steps which he is said to be consider - 
ing, but whith are not described, on 
authority. This is encouraging, but 
there are signs that the old sentiment 
is still strong. The ranking majority 
member of the Senate Interstate Com- 
mittee says that Government. owner- 
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tury’s work at trust-busting and 
railway regulating has been thrown 
into the .discard, and say that not a 
dollar should be given to the railways 
for use in their discretion. 

Mr. Vana told the insurance 
Presidents, as reported yesterday. 
that the situation is one that dollars 
will not remédy. Practically unlimited 
dollars have been appropriated for 
war uses. It is clear that the rall- 
ways could not spend the billion dol- 
lars offered them in the sixty days al- 
lowed. This war will not be assisted 
by a new four-track railway. It might 
have been ready if the billion had been 
allowed about the time that the In- 
terstate Co on denied the first 
application for a general rate ad- 
vance, some years ago. The railway 
blockade must be dealt with by the 
use of existing facilities, and the fact 
is not altogether to be regretted. As 
Mr. VANDEBLIP went on to say: 

The workshops must be released, 
labor must be released from making 
all the things it has been making for 
our comfort, for our pleasure, for our 
luxuries, and be freed, both as to ma- 
terial and labor and shoproom, to do 


_ the work that the Government wants 
done. 


In other words, while the lawmakers 


are proposing to relieve the railways 


by gifts, loans, or’ statutes, this 


‘banker would relieve them by asking 


less of them. Instead of expecting 
from the railways the impossible feat 
of moving all the traffic which can be 
put on them, Mr. VANDERLIP would 
prevent unnecessary traffic from 
reaching them. He would build ships 
instead of a four-track railway, and 
he would find the money for the ships 
in the useless expenditures which ob- 
struct the finance of the war. It is as 
impossible for the workshops to pro- 
duce all thé goods wanted as it is for 
the railways to move the traffic neces- 
sary for such production. It would 
assist both factories and railways if 
less were asked of them, with the re- 
sult of relaxing the strain in the labor 
market. Whether the banker’s way is 
more practical than Government op- 
eration may be judged from the fact 
that the congestion on the railways is 
due chiefly to an attempt to give pri- 
ority to Government orders. In the 
War Department there are six bureaus 
buying and shipping without co-ordi- 
nation. In the Navy Department 
‘there are a like number doing the 
‘game thing. The urgency of the Gov- 
ernment service is such that in some 
cases Government traffic is switched 
by lifting the cars entangled in the 
terminals by wrecking cranes and 
swinging them from one track to an- 
other. The profit in railway operation 
in that manner may be judged. It 
will be time enough for the Govern- 
ment to hope to benefit railway op- 
eration by anything the Government 
can do when it learns how to give or- 
ders to the railways. | 
A good beginning might be made by 
reviving the order issued during the 
civil war that any official giving 
orders to the railways outside of the 
railway routine should be dismissed 
from duty. The railways have placed 
their priorities in one man’s charge. 
It would be futile to say how many 
think they are serving Government by 
giving orders to the railways. When 
the Government issues its railway 
orders to the railways through one 
authority, the railways will be assisted 
to better service, and there will be 
less need for Government operation 
by those who have thrown the rail- 
ways into fits and now appear with 
@ guaranteed fit cure. Government 
orders are a cause rather than a.eure 
for railway troubles. Even Govern- 
ment orders could hardly block a 
fresh-water railway with one train in 
each direction daily. It is different 
when trains are moving on block sig- 
nals and the stopping of one train 
may stop business on a thousand 
miles of rails. 
The railway operators are the best 
judges of what railways can do and as 
how to do it. They will do the pos- 
sible, but it is idle to think that Gov- 
ernment can do the impossible.

THE LABOR SUPPLY. 

In an investigation to be made con- 
cerning the supply of labor, the Coun- 
cil of National Defense has in mind 
the demand for war industries, such 
as the building of ships and the manu- 
facture of munitions. It will under- 


| take to adjust and distribute the sup- 
‘|ply with due regard for priority of 


demand. While engaged in this work 
it should, and doubtless will, consider 
the labor needs of agriculture. Our 
farmers must be encouraged to pro- 
duce next year crops even larger than 
those recently harvested. At the 
present time there is an inclination to 
reduce acreage because the supply of 
help was insufficient in the recent 
season and the shortage continues. 
We have published the assertions of 
correspondents that in some parts of | great 
the country—even in this State, where 
much aid was given by loans from the 
Patriotic Farmers’ Fund—potatoes 
have been left in the ground, corn 
stands unhusked in the fields, and 
land that should have been plowed 
‘before Winter has not been disturbed 
because laborers could not be ob- 
tained. A local representative of the 
Food Administration says that at 
least 1,000 meh must be released from 
the selective draft if Lehigh. County, 
Penn. is to have normal crops 
next year.

The farm labor problem is a very 
difficult one, both here and abroad, In 
France, where this year’s crops were

be taken by American troops. But 
the use of our soldiers there reduces 
the supply of farm labor at home, 
where a surplus for France and Eng- 
land must be produced. The urgent 
immediate demand here is for men in 
the shipyards, war factories, and 
mines. ‘If possible, it sifould be sat - 
isfied. But those who strive to do 
this should be thinking of the farms 
and planning to help the agricultur- 
ists, whose food output next year will 
have great war value.

AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN INTEGRITY. 

The Russian prisoners in Austria- 
Hungary have been sent home, even 
before the release of the Austrian 
prisoners in Russia, as missionaries of 
peace. The kind of instructions they 
have received may be inferred from 
the remarks of the Austro-Hungarian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count. 
CZERNIN, to the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Hungarian delegation: 

Our aim is to conclude a peace by 
which the freedom, independence, and 
territorial integrity of Austria-Hun- 
gary shall be retained inviolate. 

This is an echo of the old theory of 
FRANCIS JOSEPH, echoed again on 
Wednesday by CHARLEs, that Austria- 
Hungary, attacked by powerful, 
bloodthirsty neighbors, gigantic Ser- 


defense, and has always been ready, 
as the young Emperor said on 
Wednesday, “to conclude an honor- 
“able peace which guarantees the ex- 
“istence and integrity of the mon- 
“archy.” Austria certainly wants 
peace even more ardently than her 
rulers have long coveted Serbia and 
Saloniki, 
innocents can forget how she brought 
on the war, can be deluded by the no- 
tion that “ plunder-seeking and rapa- 
clous neighbors,” as the young Em- 
peror puts it, forced this remarkably 
altruistic Power to fight. Freedom 
cannot be said to exist in Austria- 
Hungary. The enemies of its territo- 
rial integrity are largely its subject 
peoples. We need not deal with the 
grievances and aspirations of those 
peoples, with the dream or hope of 
the Czechs and Slovaks of a seperate 
State, of the irredent Rumanians of 
Transylvania for union with their 
brethren of Rumania, of the Poles for 
a united Poland, of the Ruthenians to 
join the Little Russians of Russia, of 
the Italians of Istria and Dalmatia, in 
spite of Serb numerical preponder- 
ance, of incorporation in a Greater/ 
Italy, of the grandiose South Slav or 
Greater Serb State, which would cut 
off Austria-Hungary from the Adri- 
atic and include Carniola, parts of Ca- 
rinthia, Styria, and Istria, Croatia, 
parts ot South Hungary, Bosnia, Her- 
zegovina, Montenegro, Serbia. 

Ethnography in mapmaking is a 
fascinating but futile amusement. It 
is enough to repeat that the future po- 
litical status of the peoples now arti- 
ficially comprised in the Dual Mon- 
archy rests mainly in their own 
hands, and that it would be wiser for 
Austria-Hungary to compose, if she 
can, the legitimate grievances of her 
subject nationalities than to keep up 
the pretense that the Entente is bent 
on destroying her territorial integrity. 
The Magyars and the Germans will not 
consent to the recognition of Bohe- 
mia-Slovakia as an independent king- 
dom under a Federal Constitution. 
With the regulation of Austro-Hun- 
garian internal affairs the Entente 
Powers have no desire to meddle; 
some Federal system with provisional 
self-government might be the best to 
be hoped for. 

Austrian, and only a minority of 
the dwellers in what is known as 
Hungary are Hungarians. — 

Time creates a certain moral statute’ 
of limitations, a certain prescription

A Region, the world continues to 
But Not speak and write of 
a Country. Russia — of treat-

with Russia —of what Russia has 
done and is going to do. As a matter 
of fact, the only Russla that ever 
did exist was an almost interminable ex- 
panse of land, inhabited by a large num- 
ber of tribes or peoples with no common 
characteristics except the one that they 
had all allowed themselves to be ruled— 
more or less—by a single monarch who 
was alien to them all. 

The Czars did thus create for other 
nations what passed for a country in 
the ordinary sense of that word, but the 

t the last Czar fell to the level 
e which he had been raised by his 
abler and more vigorous predecessors, 
the laboriously and precariously aggre- 
gated units of his empire began to fall 
apart, and now there seems to be little 
left of the Russia known to diplomacy 
except a few visionaries in Petrograd 
and a few thousand dupes of theirs, scat- 
tered through the provinces near the 
least Russian of all Russian cities. 

As soon as the outlying regions heard 
of what had happened to the Czar and 
his Government— which took a good 
while, for some of them—they began to 
manifest their realization that the only 
tie binding them together had been bro- 
ken. Each of the many fairly homoge- 
neous groups then heaved an almost 
audible sigh of rélief and started in to 
proclaim and maintain its own interests 
as separate from those of its neighbors, 
and especially from those of its neigh- 
bors taken together. In these activities 
the Finns and the Cossacks seem to have 
been the leaders, but that may be only 
because they are more articulate than 
the remoter groups. In time, doubtless, 
we shall hear of other aspiring repub- 
us hurriedly erected by great tribes 
almost or wholly unknown to any except 
professional ethnologists. For there are 
Siberians who are not political exiles; 
there are Caucasians in whom there is 
no Slavonic or Tartar blood, and there 
are several millions of Mohammedans 
down in the southeast who are more 
than likely to seize the opportunity to 
‘free themselves from irksome bonds { 
with contemners of their. prophet. 

One peculiarity, however, does. mark,. 
or seems to mark, these diverse peoples

ritory, and we read that the City of 
Cambrai, too, will bear for many a year 
the marks of “‘ wanton destruction,“ due 
to bombardment by British guns, now 
happily intermitted. 

This délicacy of conaiéeration for 
French sensibilities would be more im- 
pressive, perhaps, if we had not all 
heard about what the Germans did when 
HINDENBURG made his great withdrawal 
from French territory—about the fruit 
trees they cut down, the wells they 
poisoned, the plows and harrows they 
broke up, the large and small towns 
they reduced to rubbish heaps, all from 
exactly the same motive that moved the 
British to wreck villages before aban- 
doning them. Then there is the Cathe- 
dral of Rheims, once as fine, perhaps. 
as anything in Cambrai, but now a 
somewhat sorry spectacle. 

One notices, also, though the Germans 

do not, that the French are not protest- 
ing audibly at what the British did, to 
such intense shocking of the Germans, 
but seem to regard their work, sorrow- 
fully, indeed, yet as really justified by 
military necessity, as that phrase is un- 
derstood by civilized peoples.

SUFFRAGE BUBBLES. 


Disillusionment of an Earnest er 
Woman Student. 


| To the Editor of The New York Times: 
IT am a student at Women’s Evening 


High School Building. We have lessons 
two hours an evening four evenings a 
week—a very little time in which to 
acquire knowledge, end every moment 
is precious. 

Last evening at 8:35 we were told to 
assembie in the auditorium; that Miss 
Mary Garrett Hay and other prominent 
suffragists wished to address us. I am 


not a suffragist, but I am an American, 


and I listen with the deepest indig- 
nation to the radical. socialistic under- 
current in the student body of this 
school. 

Therefore, I was glad, sincerely glad. 
to give up one of my lesson hours to 
hear the message that American women 
of intelligence and education would give 
to the young students in a school that 
has more than once been censured for 
the sinister speeches permitted under 
ita roof. I felt that in these—the first 
words spoken by the Woman Suffrage 
Party to the future women voters of the 
east side—I should hear words of wise 
counsel, of splendid patriotism, words of 
inspiration that would bring to these 
young women the realization that they 
are no longer Russians, Germans, Aus- 
trians; that they are Americans living 
in a land of liberty, a land offering 
them every advantage of education, 
work, freedom of religion, all that they 
and their fathers before them have 
dreamed of, and a land to which they 
owe their allegiance. I was 80 sure that 
these American women would urge them 
to use their vote to stamp out sedition 


and disloyalty, to prove by their whole- 


hearted support of all patriotic meas- 
ures that the women of New York City 
are worthy to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the women of London and Paris. 

I listened, and to what? Little, shal- 
low, trivial speeches: ‘“‘ Now we have 
the vote and they can’t take it away 
from us, Now we'll show them,“ 
Our friend, Mr. Fitzgerald, who has 
always opposed us, is retiring.“ Don't 
join the Republican or the Democratic 
Parties, balance one against the other,.“ 
&c. The one man who spoke did re- 
ter to our glorious war,” and paused 
while stony silence was the only re- 
sponse. One woman spoke feelingly of 
the vital, heartrending need of a girls’ 
truant school, ahd so on and on, until 
I blushed with shame for these women 
who, while the greatest war the world 
has ever known is raging, 2 war that 
must inevitably throw an overpowering 
responsibility upon the shoulders of the 
women of America, can chatter feeble 
speeches on the horrors of “ crowding 
young men and young women, old 
men and old women, in the subway! ”’ 

This while our husbands, sons, and 
brothers are crowding the battlefields 
** somewhere in France!

The Allies in Accord. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

President Wilson’s aims accord much more 
with those of the Allies than many of us 
sometimes Imagine. His recent address to 
Congress affords several examples of this. 
Here, for instance, is a rather striking one, 
where the President’s words are almost a free 
translation of a paragraph which appeared in 
a leader of the Paris Temps nearly a month 
before Dec, 4: 

If they [the German people} should still, 
after the war is over, continue to be obliged 
to live under ambitious and intriguing mas- 
ters interested to disturb the peace of the 
world, men or classes of men whom the 
other peoples of the world could not trust, 
it might be impossible to admit them to 
the pertnership of nations which must 
henceforth guarantee the world’s peace. 
That partnership must be a partnership of 

not a mere partnership of Gov- 
ernments. 22 might be impossible also in 
such untewerd circumstances to admit 

Germany to this free economic intercourse 
which must inevitably spring out of the 
other partnerships of a real peace. But 
there would be no aggression in that, and 
such a situation, inevitable because of <' :- 
trust, would in the very nature of ti.li,/ 
sooner or later cure itself by processes 
which would assuredly set in. 

Here is what the Temps said on Nov. 11 
in an editorial apropos of President Wil- 
son’s Thanksgiving proclamation:

Irregular Movement on the 
Stock Exchange Ends with 
Many Recessions. 


Most of the news yesterday was of a 
depressing nature and the stock market 
closed generally lower, though with a 
gain here and there to break the mo- 
notony. Several of the less active in- 
dustrials moved upward, and the entire 
list enjoyed a partial rally from the low 
prices made in the early part of Te ses- 
sion, but sentiment remains confused 
over the working out of the railroad 
problem and buying of securities is still 
in small volume. The Halifax disaster, 
while having no direct bearing upon the 
markets, tended to add to the depres- 
sion. The news that the German and 
Austrian defensive had been resumed 
on the Italian front with further suc- 
cesses, following the report of a partial 
recovery by the Germans of the ground 
lost at Cambrai tended to offset hopes 
raised by the President’s message that 
conditions might soon invite the consid- 
eration of peace terms. The brief period 
of activity which followed publication 
of the Commerce Board's special report 
to Congress has not been followed „p 
and with the Stock Exchange authori- 
ties discouraging professional acti7‘ties,

It was reported from Washington yes- 
terday that the first plan suggested by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for the relief of the railroad congestion 
is less likely to be followed by action 
than the alternative proposal calling for 
direct Government control of tne trans- 
portation system under the direction of 
the President. It had been assumed in 
financial circles that Congress would 
agree to the suspension of the anti-trust 
laws to allow the War Board to experi- 
ment with the greater freedom such ac- 
tion would give them in grouping 
the railroads to achieve the best results, 


Later aavices make it appear that the 
Administration has no thought of losing 
time by trying out this less revolution- 
ary scheme and is prepared to take over 
operation of all the railroads. 

Looking only at the main object to be 
attained, which is speeding up of the 
transportation machinery, it appears 
that the most telling improvement can 
be gained by Government operation. If 
such a plan contains, as it should, 
proper provision for the sa feguardius 
of investments in the railroads, security 
holders should be well pleased that the 
less drastic plan is not receiving serious 
consideration. A railroad administrator, 
given proper authority, could remedy 
in the shortest possible time the present 
difficulties of operation. With authority 
to name practical railroad men as his 
aids and to expend — moneys in 
the supplying of equipment and other 
improvements the protection of invest - 
ors’ rights would resolve itself into a 
matter of accounting. It is not strange 
that the discussion of such important 
changes has not been attended by spirit- 
ed buying of railroad issues. Belief in 
the Administration’s desire for fair 
treatment of the property interests 
which it is proposed to commandeer wiil 
wait upon definite indications of the 
policy which is mapped out for the rail- 
road administrator, supposing that the 
President’s plans call for the adoption 
of the alternate plan - forth by the 
commission.
